A Narrow EMcape. 


St. Mary's Seminary, at Knoxrille 


Enox county, IIL, caught fire yesterday 
morning and burned to the ground, in- 
volving a loaa of about §100,000, includ- 
ing Dr. Lefflngwell's valuable library, 
and many other costly collections. Among 
the 64 young lady students in the build- 
ing at the time the fire broke out waa 
Miss Irene Thatcher, daughter of Chas. 
P. Thateher, of this city. Fortunately all 
the inmates, with the exception of Miss 
Gillett, of Buffalo, HI., escaped without 
injury. Miss G. jumped from a window 
and fractured a limb. There were no 
fatalities. Quite a number of Decatur 
young ladies have been studenta-at this 
institution of learning.

than any of the other inmates. She got 
out with two of her finer dresses, and 
though she was very much excited, she 
managed to procure her watch from un- 
der her pillow and also her purse. 


A telegram from Galesburg gives the 


following account of the fire: 


GALKSDUKO, IIL, Jan. 4. —The village of 


Knoxville, located five miles from this 
city, suffered a severe loss by fire at an 
early hour this morning. 
St 
Mary's 


Episcopal Ladies' Seminary, with ita en- 
tire contents, was consumed. It is sup- 
posed that the fire caught in one of the 
lir boxes connected with the heating ar- 
rangements. 
When first discovered it 


was shortly after 2 o'clock, and soon the 
<ntire town was aroused and bravely bat- 
tled with the flames, but with DO avail. 
The severe cold and a strong wind soon 
laid the most nourishing female college 
of tho west in ashes. A large number of 
young ladies wore in the building at the 
time, and it was with great difficulty that 
they were saved. The fire quickly cut off' 
the avenues of escape, forcing the inmates 
in their uightclothes to either jump from 
the windows or descend upon ladders. It 
is reported that a number were severely 
injured. A Miss Hosford, from Dubmjne, 
Iowa, broke her thigh, and was otherwise 
badly injured. A young lady from Buf- 
falo had her leg broken. A fireman is 
reported fatally injured. The people of 
Knoxville, as well as of this city are send- 
ing all the assistance possible, but every- 
thing is in the wildest confusion. There 
were about sixty ladies in the building at 
tho time, and had the fire occurred a week 
later the winter term of school would 
have been commenced, and many more 
would have been present. The loss is 
about 8100.00(1: insurance as far as known, 
825,000, divided as follows: North British 
and Mercantile, 810,000; Royal of En- 
gland, $5,000; Continental of New York, 
85,000; 
Plurnix of Brooklyn, 85,000. 


Probably other insurance on the contents 
was carried.
